As a means of complying with the duty of disclosure under 37 CFR §§ 1 .97 
and 1.98, applicants submit a "List of References Cited by Applicant" on a modified 
PTO-1449 form and provide a copy of the listed reference other than the published 
U.S. patent application publication for consideration by the Examiner. 

Applicants make no determination of relevancy with respect to the references 
submitted herewith and request the Examiner to make an independent 
determination of relevance and/or materiality of the references. 

The documents listed on the enclosed modified PTO-1449 form include a 
search report from the National Center of the Intellectual Property "Sakpatenti" of 
Georgia and an English translation of the document. Also included is a document 
obtained from our foreign attorneys that show PCT applications that are equivalent 
to the Russian patent documents listed in the search report. Further included are 
the search results obtained from our library that show English language PCT 
documents equivalent to the Russian patent documents. These results agree with 
those supplied in Russian by the foreign patent attorneys with one exception. Our 
STN search could not find RU 98108020 or establish that the English language PCT 
equivalent is WO 97/12583. However, because we could not find RU 98108020, we 
are listing and submitting WO 97/12583 and including the Russian language search 
purportedly showing that these are equivalents. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,506,757 has previously been submitted for this application. 
Applicants are submitting WO 2004/000915 because it was listed in the Georgian 
search report. However, the applicant of this PCT application is listed as Beecham 
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Corporation in the Georgian search report, but is listed as Tufts University on the 
front page of the PCT publication. Applicants believe that the Georgian search 
report thus includes an error and that this document should have been listed as WO 
2004/000315 which has previously been submitted with respect to this patent 
application. 

Identification of the listed references is not to be construed as an Admission 
by Applicants or attorney for Applicants that such references are available or qualify 
as "prior art" against the subject application. Applicants reserve the right to remove 
any such reference which the Patent and Trademark Office may cite against the 
subject application. 

This Information Disclosure Statement is being submitted in compliance with 
37 C.F.R. § 1 .97(b)(3), before the mailing of a first Office Action on the merits. 

Applicants request consideration of this information and passage of the 
application to issue.
